Leather Brush Work Of Ia>' 
cal Painters Attracts 
Much Attention 


Three widely divergent mediums i 
of execution arc featured in pic¬ 
tures shown as part of the pres¬ 
ent art exhibit of the Little Art 
G.'illery in the City Hall. 

One of the mediums has been 
worked in two ways, but basically 
both ^are the same. This is the 
“leather brush’’ work of Henry 
Ivins Hawxhurst and Alfred 
James Dewey. Although Hawx- 
hur.st originated the idea, Dewey 
has managed to achieve a totally 
different effect, giving to his 
W'ork something of the clear cut 
appearance of a pen and ’ ink 
line drawing whore shadows are 
depicted by groups of straight 
lines set at angles to/each other. 

Says De\.'cy: “The canvas i.s 
especiaPy treated, giving a hard 
fini.sh that will not absorb the 
color pigments. The paint is laid 
on thinly so that the white may 
shine through. Such paintings 
take only a few hours to do . . . 
they must be done once and for 
all—no re-tracing bru.sh strokes, 
for that would give a muddy fin¬ 
i.sh . . . Hut the few heurs mu.st 
be backed up by many years of 
experience. An amateur couki not 
make much u.se of such a 
mctho(i ..." 

His paintings are contrary to 
the u.sual oil, good to the eye in 
any light, although the better 
lighted the more noticable is 
the quality. They seem to com¬ 
bine the clarity of the water color 
with the added strength and per¬ 
ception of the oil treatment.
